PREFACE 
The  1970' s  which  to  social  historians  may  well  be  known 
as  the  Decade  of  Environmental  Concern  began  appropriately 
enough  with  the  signing  of  the  National  Environmental  Policy 
Act  of  1969,   commcnly  knovm  as  NEPA,   on  January  1,  1970.     While 
not  the  first  Federal  statute  dealing  with  environmental  matters, 
NEPA  is  the  broadest  in  scope  evincing  a  sincere  Congressional 
concern  with  ecological  problems.     This  bibliography  will  guide 
the  user  to  the  pertinent  publications  that  have  appeared  in 
the  field  of  air,  noise,   and  water  pollution  control  between 
1969  and  I97I1. 

VJhile  not  confined  exclusively  to  legal  publications,   this 
bibliography  is  designed  primarily  for  lawyers  in  the  practice 
of  environmental  law,   a  rapidly  developing  field,  but  is  useful 
for  technical  information  specialists  and  researchers  in 
ecological  matters.     Included  are  materials  dealing  with 
regiiLations  and  other  official  issuances  as  the  application  of 
administrative  laws  ranks  with  equal  importance  to  that  of  case 
law  in  the  evolution  of  environmental  control  precedents. 
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The  compiler  of  this  bibliography  has  been  erployed  for 
the  past  three  years  as  a  Legal  Publications  Writer-Editor  in 
the  Office  of  the  Chief  Counsel  of  the  Federal  Highvray 
Administration  which  is  responsible  for  the  Federal -Aid 
Highway  Program.     The  Office  of  the  Chief  Counsel  is  deeply 
involved  in  environmental  law  having  had  responsibility  for 
the  defense  of  more  than  one  hundred  lawsuits  filed  by  various 
persons  and  groifjs  interested  in  ecology.     Her  duties  have 
consisted  of  participating  in  that  xrork  by  preparing  regulatory 
material  in  the  environmental  field  for  publication  in  the 
Federal  Register  and  of  classifying  and  maintaining  such 
material  so  that  it  is  readily  accessible.
